Yesterday morning the remains ot the late 
Elizabeth Todd Terry, wife of John H. Terry 
and daughter of the late Albert Todd, were 
incinerated in the Missouri Cremmtory. Tals 
event inaugurated the crematory, which has 
been but recently completed. Previously all 
persons who have desired to have the remains 
of friends cremated have been forced to take 
them to Lancaster, Pa. Anumberof citizens 
of St. Louis have been cremated there, and 
many who believed in cremation strongly were 
buried after death onty becouse their friends 
could not traneport theremains so far. The 
late Albert Todd was the earliest cre- 
mationist in the West. His advocacy 
of that method of disposing of the 
dead was the means ot creating 
much of the sentiment that now exists in its 
favor. Before his death he had seen this sen- 
timent grow so that a society was formed 
and acrematory p „He did not live 
ver, but requested 
that if it were possible his remains should be 
incinerated inthe crematory. His body was 
placed ina wault after death and kept there 
for a year. There being then no prospect 
that the crematory would be completed 


within a reasonable time the remains were | 
buried. All the members of Mr. Todd’s fam | 


lly had become believers in cremation, and 
Mrs. Terry edpeciaily regarded that method as 
the only proper one. Her husband is also a 
cremationist and a member of the Missouri 
Crematory Association. 

Mrs. Terry departed this life at midnight, 
between the 13th and l4th of April. After 
her death the body was prepared as 


tor burial, and on Sunday afternoon, April 15,

her late residence, No. 1552 Todd avenue. The 
casket was then removed to Undertaker 
Lynch’s private vault, where it remained until 
yesterday morning.

Law of 87 Never Was a Law and Thus 
Removes the Only Stumbling Bleck in 
the Way of Sal Closing—Effect of the 
Decision—History of Sunday Closing— 
What thePolice Commissioners Will Do— 
Talks With the Mayor and the City Coun- 
selor—The Decision Dees Not Affect Base 
Ball and Out-Door Sports, Which Will

JEFYERSON CITY, May 7.—State ex rel. Jas. 
H. Wear et al., relatora, vs. D. k. Francis, 
Mayor; mandamus proceedings reversed and 
remanded with special directions. This is the 
celebrated Sunday law case. The court holds 
that the act of 1857 never was legally adopted 
at the election held in April, 1858, for the 
reason that a majority of the votes cast at said 
election did not vote for the adoption of the 
act. Judge Sherwood says the rule established 
in State vs. Winkelmeyer is this: That when 
py a law, a vote is required or permitted to 
taken and a majority of the legal ve 

is mentioned in such law as being nes 
sary to carry the proposed measure, t 
such majority must bea majority of all the 
legal voters entitled to vote at such election 
and not a mere majority of those voting 
thereat. This rule thus laiddown bg sines 
become finally established in the jurispru- 
dence of this state. The returns of the election 
held in April, 1858, in conformity to the ordi- 
nance shows that more than 13,000 voters par- 
ticipated and that only 5,035 persons voted in’ 
favor of giving to the city authority to grant 
permission to open establishments for the 
sale of refreshments on Sunday and 2,001 voted 
against it. 

The case is therefore freed from all necessity 
questions relating to the 
peal of one law and of the renewal of the former 
law in consequence of such repeals, m % in 
the view already taken, no such question 
arises in this record,as in accordance with that 
view the Sunday law is in force in the city of 
St. Louis, so far as cerns any other of the 
municipal authorities, for the reason that the 
conditions pointed out in the first section of 
the act of 1857 were not performed. 
If this conclusion be correct, then 
itis wholly immaterial what force, effect or 
operation be given to the ‘‘Downing law’’ of 
1883 or the act of March, 1887, repealing the 
Sunday law. 

The judgment will be reversed and cause ro- 
manded, with directions to allow suitable 
amendments to be made in the alternative 
and peremptory writs in conformity with this 
opinion. When such amendments have been 
made the Circuit Court will issue its per- 
emptory writ, commanding that respondents 
vacate the order heretofore mentioned. 

Judges Norton and Black each fille separate 
concurring opinions.

*Looust GAP, Pa., May 7.—A fatal explosion 
occurred here last night which killed instantly 
eight persons and ‘wounded about thirty

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ANNIE SEYMOUR’S FRANTIC EFFORTS 10 
END HER LIFE. 


A Fair Girl of Fifteen With a Sad Story, 
Which She Will Not Tell—Two Attempt, 
at Suicide With Norphine and Laudanum 
—Futile Efforts of Mrs. Seymour to Learn 
Her Daughter's Grievance—Behind the 
Bars. 


There is no charge against your dauch. 


ter, said the Captain at the Third Districg 
Police Station to a weeping mother this morn. 
ing. The Missouri laws provide no penalty 
for people who try to kill themselves, and un. 
less you call for Annie some time this after. 
noon I must let her go.’’. 

Inside the bars was the subject of tne Cap. 
tain’s remarks, sobbing as if her heart would 
break. Annie Seymour has lived but fifteen 
summers, her eyes are dark and her cheeks 
red with health, but for all this she is deter. 
mined to die, and within the past eight days 
has made two desperate attempts on her 
life. She resides with her mother and 
grown brother in the rear of 1407 North 
Eighth street, her father being absent 
on a farm near Rolla. Late on the evening of 
Saturday, April 28, the girl entered her home. 
It was nearly midnight, and her mother nat- 
urally rebuked her for being out at such an 
hour, especially as it was easily seen that the 
girl had been drinking. Annie is 
partial to beer, but she promised 
her mother that she would drink it 
no longer. When Mrs. Seymour spoke to her 
sharply the girl simply said in a dreary way, 
‘*Mother, you needn’t trouble yourself about 
me, for I have taken something that will put 
me out of the way. 

MRS. SEYMOUR 
paid but slight attention to this remark, 
nor did she remember her  daugh- 
ter’s threat when late the following 


morning the latter awoke witha puffed and 
swollen face and cried for ice-water. The girl 
rapidly grew worse and was seized with 
cramps. Her knees were drawn up to her chin 
and ber cries of pain could be heard by the 
neighbors for biocks around. Presently some 
one came running in who h sven 
the irl with a little package 
evidently from a — the night before. 
Tren it was discovered that Annie had taken 
morphine and such a big dose that only the 
greatest efforts of her friends saved her life. 


remained till Tuesday, returning ome 
in a we and miserable condi- 
tion after her fight against poison. 


All week she has remained very quiet, and 
her mother has been careful to treat 
ber with the eatest possible kindness. 
About 10 o’clock last night, however, Annie 
returned home, after being out in the open 
air for a great part ofthe day. She brushed 
past her mother in the dark, 
then turned and simply said, I am 
going up on Cass avenue, and will be back in 
afew minutes. She was acting strangely, 
and John Gowry, a young man who happened 
to be standing near, and who knows the fam- 
ily well, undertook to follow her. She made 
immediately for a drug store at Broad- 
way and O’Fallon street, and entering it 
secured a dime’s worth of laudanum. Then 
she came out from the store and as she did 80 
the young man who had been following her 
seized her and a sharp str le ensued in 


which a ring on the girl’s finger was 
broken in small pieces. Finally 
she was overpowered and the -* vial 


wrested from her and dashed to fragments on 
the a. The young man who had saved 
her life was not satisfied, however, and fear- 
ing that she might make another attempt at 
self-destruction, summoned a policeman. 
The officer arrived just in time, 
tor the desperate girl had secured another 
vial and was about to swallow the contents. 
The poison was t ven from her, after which 
she was locked up at the Third District Station. 
Her mother lay awake crying all iast night, 
and this morning visited the station 
to see der wayward child. 
nie would tell her nothing, 
protesting against being locked up, e- 
claring that if it had not been for Gowry she 
would not be behind the bars, butdead. All 
efforts to ascertain the canse of her desperate 
attempts at suicide were in vain. She would 
simply hang her head and burst into tears 
when her mother would question her, but to 
a married sister she said that her mother 
should never know what preyed upon her 
mind, for it would break her heart. Being re-

A NEW DEPARTURE WHICH MAY BRING 
WEALTH TO sr. LOUIS. 


The History of Placer Mining in California | 


and Colorado Why It Was Abandoned 
and How It Is to Be Revived—The Suc- 
cess That Attended Hydraulic Mining in 
California, and the Causes That Led to 
Its Failure—A Gigantic Schemeto Extract 
the Gold From the Colorado Mountains— 
How St. Louis Capitalists Secured an In- 
terest—A New Field tor the Miners of This 
City. 

Justin K. Ellerton, a well-known miner of 


Central City, Colo., arrived in this city yester-

dustry. With the single exception of Mon- 
tana, every mining district in America began 
with the placers, and it was not until after 


they were exhausted, or supposed to be, that 


silver mining rose into prominence. Lead- 
ville itself was famous as California Guich 
twenty years before it was known that silver 


was to be found there, the heavy black sand 
being rejected as worthless, no one imagining 
thatit was far richer than the gold-bearing 
gravel. 


Breckenridge was also first known as 
a plain camp, and the whole of Clear Creek 


Canon, while in New Mexico, Utah, Arizona, 
Nevada, Idaho, Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory the cradle and spade preceded the 
smelting furnace. 


WHY GOLD WASHING WAS ABANDONED. 

„The placers were soon abandoned, Mr. 
Ellerton continued, because the gold in the 
beds of the streams was soon exhausted, the 
miners were without either organization or 
capital, were dependant upon tbeir daily labor 
for their daily bread, and therefore were 
obliged to give up the search for 
gold long before the supply had 
been exhausted. Then the silver excitement 


came up, and gold was neglected asa thing of 
the past, except where it was foundin fissure 
veins. Few people seemed to realize that the 
hills and gravel banks near the streams 
which once were rich in placers must of 
necessity contain great mineral wealth, as the 
gold found in the stream beds originated in 
the adjacent hills. If the placers were rich, the 
contiguous land must be much richer, and re- 

uire only water to properly work it. The 
Californians perceived this, and about 1865 be- 
gan to work a large number of hydraulic 
mines. The gravel banks near the water- 
courses, as had been anticipated, proved 
far richer than the streams themselves, 
and in spite of the great expense of 
working them, due to imperfect machin- 
ery and costly experiments caused 
by inexperience, the returns were enormous, 
and the stockholders accumulated great for- 
tunes. But just when matters were at their 
best, when improvements in machinery and 
appliances had largely reduced the cost of 
operation, and when men had learned where 
to look for gold, what was considered a death- 
blow was dealt the hydraulic mines of the 
Pacific coast. 

CAUSE OF THE FAILURE IN CALIFORNIA. 

„Most unfortunately for the miners the 
rivers running westward from the Sierras 
passed through alluvial plains which are the 
richestin the world, but which are subject to 
frequent overflow. When the spring and fall 
floods come an enormous amount of fine, 
light clay, known as silt, was carried from the 
hydraulic mines. This spread over the face of 
the country and transformed the rich river 
banks into slimy mud fields, which could not 
produce acrop ot any kind. The farmers, of 
course, were up in arms,and when it was 
found that the silt deposits seriously interfered 
with the navigation of the Sacramento they 
were heartily joined by the shipping interest. 
The consequence was that nearly every hy- 
draulic mine was stopped by injunction, hos- 
tile legislation was passed, and since 1872 the 
hills have been nearly abandoned. An effort to 
revive the industry was made four years ago, 
but was instantly put a stop to by legal meas- 
ures, and the claims abondoned. 


“ DIFFERENT CONDITIONS IN COLORADO. 


For sometime after this, Mr. Ellerton 
went on to say, ‘‘no one wanted to have any- 
thing to do with hydraulic mines. Last Octo- 
ber however, an expert was sent out to ex- 
amine into the possibility of successfully work- 
ing the auriferous mountains of Colorado with 
hydraulic machinery. The conditions in that 
section of count are entirely different from 
those pertaining in California. There is little 
agriculture, noneatallonthe Western slope 
of the mountains, the soil is not like the Cali- 
fornia clay, is not capable of such fine subdivi- 
sion, being of a sandy nature,cannot be carried 
so far by the streams, and can do no damage 
if it were. There is nota stream in the State 
navigabie even by a canoe, and therefore no 
injury can be inflicted by the formation of 
bars. A short investigation convinced the ex- 
pert that the vicinity of the Clear Creek Canon, 
and the bluffs and hills on the Grand and Blue 
Rivers were very rich in gold, and he so re- 

orted. The matter was kept very quiet fora 

ong time, as it was most desirable to 
secure possession of as much land as possible 
at a cheap rate, asif it were known what was 
in the wind,the price would be increased 
many hundred per cent.
